The  City  should  do  everything  possible  to  assist  residents  who  are  experiencing  economic 

hardships  as  a  result  of  the  coronavirus  outbreak.  To  have  the  greatest  impact  possible,  such  assistance 

s  ou  d  include  rent  payment  assistance  and  access  to  funds  to  pay  for  essential  goods.  The  City  provides 

various  services  to  assist  individuals  with  housing  and  workforce  development.  Given  the  current  state 

of  emergency,  it  is  incumbent  that  we  explore  the  feasibility  of  funding  and  implementing  a  Rental 
Assistance  and  Personal  Loan  Program  in  Los  Angeles. 

I  THEREFORE  MOVE  that  the  City  Administrative  Officer,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Housing 
and  Community  Investment  Department,  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  Department,  and  Chief 
Legislative  Analyst,  be  instructed  to  finance,  develop,  and  implement  a  Rental  Assistance  and  Personal 
Loan  Program  as  a  result  of  the  COVID-19  emergency  declaration.
